Established 
by  Sharon  Montella,  Adjunct  Assistant  Professor  of 
Dance,  and  PMC  student  Natasha  Matijasevik,  the 
Dance  Ensemble  gave  its  first  concert  in  Ellsworth 
Theatre  in  the  spring  of  1997. 

Dedicated  to  encouraging  all  students  on  cam- 
pus to  participate,  the  group  prides  itself  on  both 
its  diversity  of  membership  and  style.  The  Dance 
Ensemble  presents  three  concerts  a year  on  cam- 
pus and  participates  in  various  off-campus  perform- 
ances. Service  projects  include  the  teaching  of 
various  dance  styles  at  the  Dearborn  School  in 
Roxbury,  the  Brookline  After-School  Program,  the 
Lawrence  School  Extension  Day  Program,  and 
Lesley  University’s  Arts  First  Conference.  These 
workshops  and  master  classes  are  conducted  exclu- 
sively by  students,  giving  the  dancers  teaching  ex- 
perience. PMC  graduates  with  minors  in  Dance  have 
earned  graduate  degrees  in  dance  related  fields,  in- 
cluding art  and  dance  therapy.

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PMC  RECRUITING  TRIP  TO 

TO  K YO  & 
SHANGHAI

HELLO!  KONNICHIWA!  Nl  HAO! 

Recently  in  Admissions,  we  were  asking  if  we  should  invest  again 
in  overseas  travel  for  international  recruiting.  We  have  seen  a de- 
crease in  international  student  enrollment  since  9/1 1 , and  in  the  last 
two  years  it  leveled  off  at  1 5 incoming  students  each  year. 

Because  PMC  has  had  a strong  international  presence  over  the 
years,  we  decided  that  to  revive  our  recruiting  efforts  we  needed  to 
travel  overseas.  Domestic  recruiters  meet  face  to  face  with  prospec- 
tive students,  and  it  made  sense  that  an  international  recruiter  could 
do  the  same.  There  is  a special  energy  and  sense  of  trust  that  is  estab- 
lished in  meeting  people  one-on-one.  Encouraging  a student  to  live 
on  the  other  side  of  the  world,  to  experience  a different  education, 
language,  and  culture  takes  a lot  of  effort  and  also  is  a big  investment 
for  a student  and  her  family. 

WHERE  SHOULD  WE  VISITTO  RECRUIT? 

Asia  offers  a great  opportunity  for  growth  for  PMC.  In  Japan,  PMC 
has  established  relationships  that  go  back  to  the  first  decades  of  the 
College  and  has  had  some  success  recruiting  students.  It  made  sense 
to  strengthen  those  relationships  and  establish  new  ones  for  the 
College,  as  well  as  for  our  English  Language  Institute  (ELI). 

A first-year  PMC  student  from  Shanghai,  China,  Ting  Qiao,  helped 
me  connect  with  a number  of  teachers  from  her  high  school,  as  well 
as  several  others  from  the  region.  As  a result,  it  made  sense  to  visit 
Shanghai  and  seek  new  connections  there.  Fortunately,  the  trip  coin- 
cided with  PMC's  winter  break  and  Ting  had  returned  home.  She  was 
able  to  assist  me  in  Shanghai  as  my  translator  and  guide. 

What  was  different  about  this  trip  and  our  approach?  In  the  past, 
PMC's  recruiter  traveled  with  group  tours  for  recruiters.  Our  repre- 
sentative visited  a number  of  college  fairs  on  these  trips  and  made 
good  presentations  but  faced  competition  from  all  of  the  other  repre- 
sentatives who  were  pitching  their  own  institutions.  This  time  I tried  a 
new  strategy:  visiting  schools  on  my  own  to  get  the  competitive  edge 
and  to  get  the  "inside  track"  as  well. 

As  I planned  my  trip,  I targeted  a number  of  schools  and  compa- 
nies for  PMC  and  ELI.  With  this  approach,  I felt  I had  to  be  success- 
ful and  would  learn  from  it  for  future  recruiting.  Also,  to  gain  some 
insight  to  the  visa  process  in  China,  I added  a visit  to  the  American 
Consulate  in  Shanghai.  With  each  appointment  I made,  my  goal  was 
to  meet  with  those  who  could  recommend  students  to  PMC/ELI  or  to 
speak  directly  with  prospective  students. 

I left  Boston  at  6 a.m.  on  December  4 and  I arrived  in  the 
ultra-modern  city  of  Tokyo  with  its  12.6  million  people  compared  to 
our  600,000  Bostonians  at  6 p.m.,  December  5,  Tokyo  time.

My  main  concern  was  to  make  it  to  every  appointment  on  time. 
The  subway  system  was  daunting  and  few  street  signs  or  building 
numbers  were  visible.  I had  prepared  walking  directions,  phrases 
in  Japanese  and  English,  and  was  equipped  with  a healthy  sense  of 
adventure.  Though  I was  prepared  in  some  ways,  I'm  truly  grateful  to 
the  kind  people  on  the  subways  who  helped  keep  me  on  track.  The 
subways  were  clean  and  efficient.  People  stood  in  single  file  to  get 
on  the  trains;  subways  arrived  every  few  minutes;  and  people  kept 
cell  phones  off  while  inside. 

In  Tokyo,  I visited  17  sites  in  approximately  5V2  work  days.  I 
was  warmly  welcomed  by  old  PMC  and  ELI  friends,  including  Tokyo 
Jogakkan  College,  Mushashino  University,  National  Collegiate 
Network  (NCN),  and  JA  Study  Abroad.  In  addition,  I visited  language 
schools,  Japanese  schools,  international  schools  and  agencies.  I was 
fortunate  to  meet  one-on-one  with  advisors,  greet  headmasters,  and 
give  classroom  presentations. 


ON  TO  SHANGHAI 

Shanghai,  a bustling  city  of  16.7  million,  is  quite  different  from 
Boston!  The  whole  city  seemed  to  be  under  construction.  Clearly,  the 
city  was  pumped  up  for  the  upcoming  201 0 World  Expo.  The  1 00th 
country  had  just  indicated  participation,  and  the  city  was  jubilant. 
Shanghai  is  growing  rapidly  and  ever-improving  its  infrastructure. 

Bicycles  are  the  primary  mode  of  transportation  in  the  city,  and 
from  my  observations  pedestrians  do  not  have  the  right  of  way.  I 
honestly  believe  that  if  you  can  drive  in  Shanghai,  you  can  drive 
in  Boston.  Fortunately,  Ting's  mother  is  a driver  for  her  boss  so  she 
kindly  offered  to  be  our  personal  driver  to  and  from  schools.  As  "tour 
guide"  Ting  was  very  helpful.  We  squeezed  1 5 appointments  within 
four  work  clays  visiting  Chinese  high  schools,  international  high 
schools,  language  schools,  and  the  U.S.  Consulate.  The  highlight 
of  our  effort  was  visiting  Ting's  high  school,  Fudan  Experimental, 
where  we  gave  a presentation  to  a huge  auditorium  of  students. 

In  review,  I feel  I was  warmly  received  in  both  cities.  People  were 
energized  by  PMC's  mission  and  the  good  work  we  are  doing.  It's 
evident  that  the  overseas  students  I met  are  looking  for  a quality 
education  in  a supportive  and  safe  environment.  It  was  wonderful 
to  refresh  established  relationships  in  Japan  and  make  new  connec- 
tions. China  is  a new  market  for  PMC  with  huge  potential. 

As  a result  of  this  trip,  I am  excited  about  recruiting  students  both 
for  this  coming  academic  year  and  long-term.  I believe  that  it  is 
important  to  keep  meeting  people  face  to  face, 
establishing  trust,  and  staying  in  contact.  In  our  __  'JOA 

ever-increasing  global  community,  PMC's  work  is 
well-regarded.  We  just  need  to  get  out  there  and 
keep  spreading  the  word.

It  was  more  like  March  than  May.  The 
temperature  was  exactly  47  degrees 
when  the  Brass  Ensemble  began  to 
play  its  triumphant  march  and  fac- 
ulty and  75  prospective  graduates  began 
processing  to  the  big,  white  tent  on  the 
lawn  by  the  pond.  The  sky  was  battleship 
grey  and  the  east  wind  was  piercing. 

But  spirits  were  high,  the 
heaters  were  going  full  blast, 
and  more  than  twelve  hundred 
family  members  and  friends 
gathered  under  and  around  the 
canopy  broke  into  cheers  and 
applause  as  the  academic  pro- 
cession came  into  sight,  crossed 
the  drive,  and  proceeded  down 
the  gentle  slope. 

PMC's  95th  Commencement  took 
place  on  the  first  Sunday  of  May,  a week 
earlier  than  usual  in  order  to  facilitate 
the  renovation  of  the  residence  halls. 
The  campus  looked  its  best  with  many 
flowering  trees  in  full  bloom  owing  to  a 
stretch  of  unseasonably  warm  weather. 
President  Gloria  Nemerowicz  wel- 


comed everyone  to  this  celebration  of 
the  accomplishments  of  the  Class  of 
2007.  "As  we  affirm  life,  let  us  also  re- 
member the  loss  of  life  at  Virginia  Tech, 
in  our  own  communities,  and  in  the  wars 
and  genocides  that  plague  our  world." 

"Our  graduates  and  this  College," 
President  Nemerowicz  said,  "stand 


strong  against  inequality,  exclusion,  and 
individual  greed."  She  encouraged  the 
graduates  to  "apply  the  values  you  have 
learned  in  this  community  to  cherish 
and  improve  the  lives  of  others." 

Graduating  Senior  Zephyre  "Tess" 
Carrington  then  sang  the  Alma  Mater, 
followed  by  Senior  Class  Speaker  Suad 


Maow,  who  said,  "We  finally  made  it! 
Today  is  the  culmination  of  four  or  more 
years  of  effort,  sweat,  tears,  and  hard 
work." 

"Pine  Manor  has  given  us  opportu- 
nity," Maow  continued,  "and  we  must 
also  provide  opportunity  for  others  as 
we  continue  on  in  our  lives.  I remember 
that  whenever  I was  asked  for  a 
charitable  contribution,  I would 
say,  'I  am  a charity  case  myself'. 
Thinking  back  on  that  phrase,  I 
cringe. 

"I  have  come  to  understand 
that  responsibility  shouldn't  be 
something  that  weighs  you  down. 
Giving  away  a couple  of  hours 
a week  to  help  someone  else 
shouldn't  be  a burden." 

Maow  charged  the  class  of  2007  to 
look  outward  and  find  a cause.  "Whether 
it  is  mentoring,  tutoring,  or  volunteering, 
we  must  get  involved  in  our  communi- 
ties. If  we  pay  attention  to  the  children 
of  today,  they  will  follow  our  lead  and 
make  the  world  a better  place  for  our 
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own  children,  grandchildren,  and  people 
everywhere.  Class  of  2007:  take  charge,  be 
leaders,  get  involved!" 

The  College  then  conferred  honorary 
degrees  on  five  distinguished  individuals, 
including  two  retiring  PMC  trustees:  Anne 
Noland  Edwards  '70,  Dr.  Philip  O.  Geier, 
Dr.  Yvonne  Gomez-Carrion,  Ambassador 
Swanee  Hunt,  and  actress  Victoria  Rowell. 

Anne  Noland  Edwards  '70  P'00,  retiring 
Co-Chair  of  the  PMC  Board  of  Trustees,  told 
the  Class  of  2007 
that  "only  with  time 
will  the  lives  that 
you  were  meant 
to  live  unfold,  only 
with  time  will  you 
realize  and  appre- 
ciate the  underpin- 
ning and  support 
that  you  received  at  Pine  Manor  College 
to  live  those  lives,  and  only  with  time  will 
you  appreciate  the  need  to  give  back  to  the 
College  and  to  the  community  that  embrac- 
es you." 

Philip  O.  Geier,  retiring  Trustee  Co-Chair 
and  Executive  Director  of  the  Davis  United 
World  College  Scholars  Program,  said  he 
was  proud  to  be  part  of  the  Class  of  2007, 
particularly  since  he  was  the  only  male  in 
the  class.  He  charged  the  students  "to  think 
of  yourselves  as  Commencers  and  apply  the 
skills  learned  in  the  past  four  years  to  the 
lifelong  path  that  lies  ahead." 

Yvonne  Gomez-Carrion,  Assistant  Pro- 
fessor at  Harvard  Medical  School  and 
Associate  in  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  at 
Beth  Israel  Deaconess  Medical  Center,  told 


the  graduates  that  "you  are  empowered  and 
internally  motivated  young  women  who 
now  have  to  live  your  own  dreams.  The  only 
limits  are  the  ones  that  you  impose  upon 
yourselves." 

Ambassador  Swanee  Hunt,  found- 
ing director  of  the  Women  and  Public 

Policy  Program  at  the  Kennedy  School  of 
Government  at  Harvard  University,  urged 
the  graduates  to  "have  faith  in  yourselves, 
assume  the  responsibility  of  becoming  lead- 
ers, and  don't  pan- 
ic if  you  aren't  yet 
quite  sure  what 
you  want  to  do, 
what  you  want  to 
become." 

Actress  and 

author  Victoria 
Rowell,  founder 
and  chair  of  the  Rowell  Foster  Childrern's 

Positive  Plan,  said  "always  help  those  less 
fortunate  than  you  are,  and  keep  in  mind 
that  you  have  a reciprocal  obligation  to 
share  the  riches  that  you  have  received... get 
involved  and  stay  active." 

Following  the  presentation  of  honorary 
degrees,  President  Nemerowicz  awarded 
honors  to  students  and  recognized  out- 
standing faculty. 

Degrees  were  then  awarded  to  the  gradu- 
ates of  the  Class  of  2007,  with  the  largest 
numbers  of  majors  being  in  Psychology  (21 ), 
Biology  (19),  Business  Administration  (13), 
and  Social  & Political  Systems  (11).  (See 
page  1 0 for  complete  listing  of  graduates.)

Anne  Edwards 
was  honored  as 
a Distinguished 
Alumna  and 
extraordinary 
Trustee  who  was 
elected  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees 
in  1 998  and 
to  Co-Chair  of 
the  Board  in  2002.  With  intelligence, 
passion  and  compassion,  she  provided 
important  leadership  for  the  College 
as  it  pursued  its  mission  of  educating 
women  for  inclusive  leadership  and 
social  responsibility. 

Edwards  brought  a remarkable  ar- 
ray of  talents  and  connections  to  her 
service  on  the  Board:  she  is  a published 
poet,  feature  newspaper  writer,  art 
critic,  artist,  and  consummate  volun- 
teer. Her  exceptional  interpersonal 
skills  have  been  responsible  for  devel- 
oping and  strengthening  relationships 
between  the  College  and  alumnae  all 
over  the  country.  With  special  tact  and 
kindness  she  has  played  a major  role  in 
reconnecting  alumnae  with  the  College 
and  encouraging  their  participation 
in  important  fundraising  efforts.  Her 
genuine  concern  for  the  success  of  our 
students,  her  ability  to  inspire  others, 
and  her  own  personal  generosity  distin- 
guish her  leadership  role. 

Although  Anne  Edwards's  term  on 
the  Board  of  Trustees  has  ended,  the 
College  will  continue  to  benefit  from 
her  wisdom  and  guidance  as  she  as- 
sumes the  duties  and  honor  of  being 
the  National  Chair  of  The  Campaign 
for  Pine  Manor  College,  which  will  be 
launched  publicly  in  the  fall. 

Her  home  is  Alexandria,  Virginia, 
where  she  gives  generously  of  her  time 
and  talents — most  recently  as  Chair 
of  the  Education  Committee  of  the 
Corcoran  Gallery  of  Art  in  Washington, 
DC.

His  mother  urged 
him  to  get  involved  with  Pine  Manor. 
She  is  a wise  woman. 

For  over  a decade  Geier  served  as  a 
Trustee  of  Pine  Manor  College  and  for 
the  past  nine  years  he  has  been  co- 
chair of  the  Board.  His  contributions 
have  been  central  to  the  contemporary 
relevance  and  significance  Pine  Manor 
enjoys  within  the  landscape  of  higher 
education  today.  During  Geier's  time 
on  the  Board,  the  College  deepened 
its  commitment  to  the  education  of 
women  and  repositioned  itself  to  meet 
the  changing  needs  of  women  and 
society  in  the  21st  century.  His  wisdom, 
humor,  and  unwavering  commitment  to 
the  benefits  of  diversity  to  promote  un- 
derstanding and  positive  change  have 
reinforced  the  strengths  of  PMC. 

Geier  brought  to  his  service  on  the 
Board  a wealth  of  experience  in  teach- 
ing and  educational  administration, 
especially  in  international  education. 
From  1993-2005,  he  was  President 
of  United  World  College  in  New 
Mexico.  He  has  served  on  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Fulbright  Association 
and  been  the  Vice  President  of  World 
Learning  [formerly  The  Experiment  in 
International  Living],  His  professional 
career  has  always  reflected  his  passion 
for  fostering  citizen  diplomacy,  interna- 
tional understanding,  and  cross-cultural 
dialogue.  Currently  Geier  is  Executive 
Director  of  the  Davis  United  World 
College  Scholars  Program,  the  largest 
privately  funded  international  scholar- 
ship program  in  the  world.

As  a 
teacher,  physi- 
cian, practitioner 
and  mentor,  she  brings  healing  and 
hope  to  many,  including  several  Pine 
Manor  students. 

As  an  assistant  professor  at  Harvard 
Medical  School  and  as  an  associate  in 
obstetrics  and  gynecology  at  Beth  Israel 
Deaconess  Medical  Center,  Gomez- 
Carrion  is  influencing  those  who  will 
provide  healthcare  for  women  and  their 
families  in  the  future.  As  a practitioner, 
she  provides  care  and  wise  counsel  to 
the  wide  range  of  women  who  are  her 
patients  today 

Nurturing  and  mentoring  others 
is  second  nature  for  Gomez-Carrion. 
Remembering  what  an  important  dif- 
ference a mentor  made  in  her  life,  she 
now  volunteers  to  guide  others,  espe- 
cially those  from  less  advantaged  back- 
grounds. Three  Pine  Manor  students  are 
among  those  who  have  interned  with 
her;  inspired  and  encouraged  by  her,  all 
have  moved  on  to  careers  and  post- 
graduate education  in  medicine. 

Raised  in  New  York  City,  Gomez- 
Carrion  earned  an  undergraduate 
degree  from  Princeton  University 
and  a medical  degree  from  Columbia 
University.  Her  awards  include  Chief 
Resident  Unsung  Hero  from  Beth 
Israel  Deaconess  Medical  Center.  An 
author  of  many  papers  about  women's 
health  issues,  she  has  also  written 
poetry,  some  of  which  she  shared  at 
Commencement. 
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In  January,  PMC 
hosted  Hunt's 
book  reading 
from  Half-Life  of 
a Zealot,  and  at 
Commencement 
honored  her  as 
author,  diplo- 
mat, educator, 
philanthropist, 
social  reformer,  and,  most  especially,  as 
advocate  for  the  role  of  women  in  shap- 
ing politics  and  securing  peace. 

Throughout  her  career  Hunt  has 
demonstrated  the  positive  difference 
women  can  make  in  their  communities, 
their  nation  and  the  world.  As  American 
Ambassador  to  Austria  (1 993-1  997), 
she  forged  new  paths  in  public  diplo- 
macy through  her  weekly  newspaper 
column,  radio  addresses,  and  small 
group  discussions.  In  addition,  she 
extended  her  energies  to  the  Balkan 
states,  hosting  negotiations  and  sympo- 
sia to  focus  efforts  on  securing  peace  in 
post-Communist  Europe. 

In  July  1 997  Hunt  organized  the 
landmark  conference,  "Vital  Voices; 
Women  in  Democracy,"  that  brought 
together  over  300  women  leaders  and 
inspired  her  creation  of  "Women 
Waging  Peace,"  an  initiative  that 
advocates  for  the  full  participation  of 
women  in  peace  processes.  Hunt's 
book,  This  Was  Not  Our  War:  Bosnian 
Women  Reclaiming  the  Peace,  which 
recounts  her  experiences  in  Europe, 
won  the  2005  PEN/New  England  Award 
for  nonfiction. 

Currently  Hunt  is  the  founding 
director  of  the  Women  and  Public 
Policy  Program  at  Harvard  University's

in  foster  care.  She  is  the  Founder  and 
Chair  of  the  Rowell  Foster  Children's 
Positive  Plan,  which  was  begun  in  1990 
to  support  and  enhance  the  physical, 
emotional  and  economic  development 
of  youth  in  foster  care.  She  is  also  a 
successful  actress  who  starred  on  The 
Young  and  The  Restless  and  appeared 
in  several  films,  and  began  yet  another 
career  as  an  author  with  the  publication 
of  her  book,  Women  Who  Raised  Me. 

Rowell's  remarkable  and  inspira- 
tional story  began  when  she  entered 
foster  care  at  the  age  of  six  months. 

The  love  and  enrichment  of  the  first 
of  her  five  foster  mothers  changed  her 
life  and  became  the  foundation  for  her 
passion  to  reach  out  and  help  other 
children.  As  a little  girl,  Rowell  received 
a pair  of  ballet  slippers  from  her  foster 
mother,  who  enrolled  her  in  a classical 
ballet  school.  Within  a year  she  won 
a Ford  Foundation  scholarship  to  the 
Cambridge  School  of  Ballet,  and,  en- 
couraged by  her  foster  mother,  moved 
to  Boston  to  pursue  this  opportunity.  In 
Boston  Rowell  became  a member  of 
four  additional  foster  families  and,  after 
eight  years  of  training,  her  exceptional 
talent  earned  her  dance  scholarships 
in  New  York  City,  where  she  danced 
professionally.  Eventually  modeling 
diverted  Rowell  from  dance  and  led  to 
a career  in  television  and  film. 

Rowell's  work  has  earned  well-de- 
served recognition.  As  an  actress  she 
received  two  Daytime  Emmy  nomina- 
tions and  ten  NAACP  Image  Awards.  As 
an  advocate  for  children  in  foster  care, 
she  was  honored  by  the  Foster  Parent 
Program  of  Los  Angeles  City  College 
and  received  a letter  of  commendation 
from  President  Clinton.

Kodaly  Center  of  America,  Wellesley,  Massachusetts 

A teacher,  pianist,  composer,  and  administrator  Denise  Bacon  resides  in 
Wellesley,  Mass.,  across  the  street  from  the  original  PMC  campus.  Bacon 
earned  an  Associate's  in  Arts  from  PMC  and  then  earned  her  Bachelor's  and 
Master's  degrees  in  Music  at  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music. 

Bacon  spent  the  1967-68  academic  year  in  Budapest  as  a result  of  a meeting  with  the  inter- 
nationally known  musical  philosopher  Zoltan  Kodaly.  She  returned  to  the  United  States  deter- 
mined to  adapt  and  disseminate  Kodaly's  ideas  on  music  education,  founding  the  Kodaly  Musical 
Training  Institute  and  the  Kodaly  Center  of  America. 

Her  book  presents  a history  of  the  Kodaly  movement  in  its  early  years  as  well  as  valuable 
insights  into  Kodaly's  philosophy  and  spirit.  It  contains  previously  unpublished  speeches  and 
articles  and  examines  the  vital  relationship  of  music  to  its  social  setting.  It  also  provides  an  hon- 
est assessment  of  the  difficulties  in  attempting  to  adapt  concepts  from  one  culture  to  another. 
Bacon,  now  retired,  is  working  on  the  Kodaly  archives  which  will  be  housed  at  the  University  of 
Maryland  library.

She  is  also  a major  contributor  to  Water's  Edge  Magazine,  published  in  Jacksonville,  Florida. 

Cushing  wrote  her  book  to  help  raise  money  for  a charity  she  founded,  the  Jacksonville 
Neuropathy  Support  Group,  and  to  date  has  generated  more  than  $10,000  for  the  research  of 
peripheral  neuropathy.

Professors  as  well  as  students  at  Pine  Manor  College  get  to 
work  on  significant  academic  projects  that  make  a difference 
and  of  which  they  can  be  proud. 

English  Program  Coordinator  and  Professor  Melinda  Ponder 
is  writing  her  first  literary  biography,  Katharine  Lee  Bates:  From 
Sea  to  Shining  Sea.  As  a professor  at  a women's  college,  Ponder 
sees  this  undertaking  as  having  special  significance.  Bates,  like 
Ponder,  graduated  from  a nearby  women's  college,  Wellesley, 
and  was  also  an  English  professor. 

Ponder's  biography  explores  the  story  of  Katharine  Lee  Bates, 


the  writer  most  famous  for  penning  the  song  "America  the 
Beautiful."  Ponder  documents  Bates's  development  as  a writer, 
including  the  political  issues  that  influenced  her  work. 

In  discussing  her  work,  Ponder  explains,  "I  pay  attention 
to  how  other  authors  keep  their  stories  going.  My  goal  is  to 
tell  her  story  as  a narrative,  while  still  making  sure  to  explain 
everything." 

This  project  came  about  as  Ponder  did  research  on  author 
Nathaniel  Hawthorne.  As  part  of  a panel  examining  how  art- 
work on  Hawthorne's  novels  generated  sales,  she  found  herself 
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In  spring  2006,  as  I researched  the  final  chapters  of  my 
biography  on  Katharine  Lee  Bates,  thanks  to  my  Wean 
Fellowship  sabbatical  semester,  I followed  the  tracks  she 
made  to  Egypt  on  her  sabbatical  leave  journey  one  hundred 
years  ago. 

Like  her,  I felt  the  thrill  of  entering  an  exotic  world  of 
ancient  beauty  and  cultures  in  a landscape  so  unlike  New 
England.  She  arrived  by  ship  in  Alexandria,  across  "...a  sea 
bespent/  With  boats. ...The  Orient!"  Out  beyond  Cairo,  "A 
jewel  city  clad  in/Color  and  sheen!"  were  the  Giza  pyra- 
mids that  I saw  on  the  night  of  my  arrival,  hardly  believing 
the  view  from  the  balcony  of  my  hotel  room:  " Beyond  the 
plains, /The  silver  outlines  of  a pyramid." 

On  my  first  morning  in  Egypt,  I understood  Katharine's 
affection  for  camels,  as  I sat  swaying  from  side  to  side  on 
my  camel  below  the  pyramids:  "...the  camels  hold/ 

Their  noiseless  way  over  dunes  of  gold,/  Windblown 
waves  of  the  desert."  We  both  marveled  at  the 
lion-shaped  Sphinx  with  its  human-looking  head: 

"Thou  Watcher  of  the  East  six  thousand  years...." 

And  we  both  smuggled  home  a little  Egyptian 
sand. 

Then  it  was  on  to  Luxor,  home  of  the  Temples 
of  Luxor  and  Karnak  with  their  avenues  of  the 
Sphinxes.  I walked  through  the  same  huge 
pylons  standing  sentry  to  the  temples'  acres  of 
hieroglyphic-covered  walls,  columns  carved  like 
papyrus  and  lotus  plants,  and  obelisks  decorated 
with  scenes  of  religious  rituals  and  royal  cartouches. 

To  Katharine,  Luxor  was  "Amen  and  Mut  and  Khonsu, 
faintly  flushed/On  wall  and  pillar. ../Their  beautiful  brown 
colonnades...  hushed...." 

We  both  loved  traveling  south  by  boat,  floating  by  fish- 
ermen and  ancient  feluccas,  on  the  Nile,  "...the  blended 
stream/  That  flows  through  memory  with  a hidden  sound/ 
Of  ancient  music,  a perpetual  dream."  In  Aswan,  I spent  a 
most  wonderful  afternoon  with  Thomas,  a Nubian  boatman, 
who  sailed  me  in  a brisk  wind  around  Elephantine  Island, 
whose  black  rocks  looked  to  Katharine  like  all  sorts  of  black, 
shiny,  huddled  water-creatures. 

For  both  of  us,  the  island  of  Philae,  "the  pearl  of  Egypt," 
was  a special  place.  For  centuries,  women  had  made

pilgrimages  to  the  temples 
of  Isis,  the  goddess  of 
love,  fertility,  and  heal- 
ing. While  Katharine  had 
to  gaze  at  the  "...solemn 
beauty  of  its  pylons,  the 
graceful  columns  of  the 
kiosk,  [and]  the  colon- 
nades...perhaps  the  love- 
liest and... the  most  sacred  of  Egyptian  temples..."  under 
water  from  the  first  Aswan  Dam,  I was  able  to  zip  across  the 
breezy  bay  on  a little  canopied  jitney  to  Philae's  new  island 
home  with  its  lush  palm  and  acacia  trees  framing  the  ancient 
temples  now  far  above  the  water. 

Like  Katharine,  I crammed  my  suitcase  with  Egyptian 
treasures  that  I bargained  for  in  the  bazaars  to  bring 
home — a galibeah  dress,  beads,  an  embroidered 
purse,  and  little  Egyptian  statues.  But  Katharine 
had  a new  house  to  fill  and  so  brought  home  a 
trunk  full  of  such  Egyptian  wonders  as  a Nubian 
girl's  garment  decorated  with  strips  of  antelope 
skin  and  snail  shells  for  her  dining  room  wall, 
a beaded  mummy  cloth,  an  alabaster  urn,  and 
an  ancient  carved  wing  of  Isis  from  the  doors  of 
a tomb.  Somewhere  she  put  her  camel  bridle, 
"...that  necessity  of  Wellesley  life..."  also  bar- 
gained for. 

My  trip  showed  me  that  it  was  Egypt,  a country 
where  one  stands  in  the  midst  of  people  of  many 
cultures,  races,  and  religions,  that  enabled  Katharine 
to  feel  reborn  as  a global  thinker  and  resident,  just  as  I had 
been.  She  even  named  her  new  house  "The  Scarab... an  em- 
blem of  immortality  because  it  is  forever  climbing." 

After  my  sabbatical,  I can  join  her  in  confessing,  "The 
winter  weather  makes  me  dream  of  Egypt."  ♦

reading  Bates's  introductions  in  Hawthorne's  books  for  their 
"wonderful  style." 

Her  interest  sparked,  Ponder  conducted  additional  research 
on  Bates.  Since  the  source  materials,  such  as  diaries  and  letters, 
are  available  at  the  Wellesley  College  Archives,  the  newly-in- 
spired  biographer  gained  access  to  a wealth  of  information  on 
Bates.  Ponder's  fascination  with  Bates,  along  with  the  accessi- 
bility of  information  on  her  subject's  life,  prompted  her  to  write 
this  biography. 

Ponder  believes  this  project  is  a learning  experience  both 
for  herself  and  her  students.  The  writing  process  has  involved 
extensive  research,  and  Ponder  has  recruited  Pine  Manor  stu- 


dents to  help  her.  Researching  the  life  of  a powerful  female 
writer  like  Bates  has  become  the  perfect  scholarly  project  for 
someone  teaching  at  a women's  college.  To  enrich  her  investi- 
gations, Ponder  has  traveled  to  locations  that  were  important  in 
Bates's  life,  such  as  Spain  (see  story  in  PMC  Bulletin,  Summer 
2004)  and  Egypt.  "I  encourage  students  to  incorporate  travel 
into  whatever  they  do  in  life,"  she  notes. 

Although  Katharine  Lee  Bates:  From  Sea  to  Shining  Sea  has 
yet  to  be  published,  Ponder  has  great  expectations  for  her  proj- 
ect. "I  hope  that  readers  will  learn  something  from  reading 
the  book,  and  I want  to  write  something  that  will  be  true  to 
Katharine  Lee  Bates,"  she  said.  ♦

The  Training  in  Education  and  Critical 
Research  Skills  (TEACRS)  Program

The  Biology  Program  at  Pine  Manor 
College  has  recently  partnered 
with  a program  at  the  Sackler  School 
of  Graduate  Biomedical  Studies  at 
Tufts  University  to  train  biomedical 
research  faculty  to  teach  effectively  in 
undergraduate  classrooms,  particularly 
those  with  a high  enrollment  of  under- 
represented minority  students.  Funded 
by  the  NIH,  this  program  is  one  of  only 
six  in  the  country.  TheTEACRS  program 
pairs  post-doctoral  students  from  Tufts 
with  faculty  at  local  partner  institutions 
(currently  Pine  Manor  College  and  the 
University  of  Massachusetts,  Boston). 
In  the  first  phase  of  the  program,  which 
began  this  spring,  the  post-docs  visited 
classes  and  labs  and  started  mentoring 
conversations  with  their  PMC  faculty. 
In  fall  of  2007,  the  post  docs  will  work 
closely  with  their  mentor  faculty,  co- 
teaching specific  courses,  designing 
and  delivering  lectures  and  enrich- 
ment labs.  In  the  spring  of  2008,  the 
Tufts  students  will  design  and  teach 
their  own  course  at  PMC.  These  cours- 
es can  stem  from  a content  area  in  the 


students'  specialty,  or  a core  course  al- 
ready offered  in  the  major.  The  program 
also  provides  funds  for  equipment  and 
supplies  to  support  the  initiatives  of  the 
department  in  this  endeavor. 

Assistant  Professor  Susan  Bear  was 
instrumental  in  bringing  PMC  and  Tufts 
together  in  this  endeavor.  Dr.  Bear  has 
a strong  background  in  teaching  and 
research,  with  prior  positions  as  as- 
sistant professor  in  the  Department 
of  Biology  at  St.  Joseph's  University 
in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  senior  re- 
search associate  in  the  Department 
of  Microbiology  and  Immunology  at 
Jefferson  Medical  College. 

"TheTEACRS  program  is  a wonder- 
ful opportunity  for  our  faculty  and  our 
students,"  said  Dr.  Bear,"  and  provides 
valuable  teaching  experience  for  those 
young  scientists  with  a strong  interest 
in  undergraduate  teaching  as  well  as 
research.

ACCESS  Coalition 
Holds  Retreat  at  PMC 


The  ACCESS  Coalition  was  first  con- 
vened by  President  Gloria  Nemerowicz  in 
the  summer  of  2005  to  explore  ways  that 
small  private  colleges  could  collaborate  to 
share  their  practices  and  successful  strate- 
gies in  four  areas:  teaching  and  learning; 
student  retention;  business  operations; 
and  development/advancement  activities. 
The  coalition's  primary  goal  is  to  increase 
access  to  college  and  academic  and  per- 
sonal success  for  those  groups  who  are 
traditionally  underrepresented  in  higher 
education:  students  of  color,  students  from 
low  income  families,  students  who  are  the 
first  in  their  families  to  attend  college,  and 
students  with  learning  differences.

The  working  partnership  between 
Walgreens  and  Pine  Manor  College 
launched  its  first  program  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  fall  semester.

During  the  2006-07  academic  year,  the  Hess  Gallery  hosted  exhibitions  by  noted 
artists  with  a wide  range  of  styles,  utilizing  a spectrum  of  different  mediums. 


In  her  recent  work,  exhibited  in 
the  fall,  Boston  artist  Kathy  A. 
Halamka  creates  mixed  media 
drawings  on  birch  plywood;  the 
shapes  in  the  wood-grain  inform 
the  drawing  and  create  connec- 
tions that  move  you  through  the 
images  like  a wave.  These  deli- 
cately rendered  drawings  have  an 
ephemeral  quality  that  suggests 
past,  present,  and  future. 


Digital  photographs  by  PMC's 
neighbor  David  Bakalar  featured 
iconic  images  of  family  and  other 
subjects.

Also  exhibited  in  the  spring,  the

Sue  Bavineau  ’91 

Sue  Bavineau  ’91  was  not  only  a record  setting  basketball  player  for 
the  Gators  but  was  also  a long  time  contributor  to  the  program  as 
a coach.  Bavineau  holds  the  Pine  Manor  career  record  for  assists 
with  479  and  she  scored  1,377  career  points,  placing  her  fourth 
on  the  school’s  all-time  list.  Bavineau  captained  the  1991  team  that 
captured  the  Massachusetts  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Association  for 
Women  (MAIAW)  class  B/C  State  Basketball  Championship.  Bavineau  also  served  as  the 
Assistant  Basketball  Coach  from  1994  to  2003. 

Peggie  Sweeney  ’96 

One  of  the  best  basketball  players  to  wear  the  green  and  white  for 
Pine  Manor,  Peggie  Sweeney  ’96  received  numerous  honors  during 
her  playing  career.  Sweeney’s  2,317  career  points  ranks  her  5th  on 
the  National  College  Athletic  Association  (NCAA)  All  Time  scoring 
leaders  for  Division  III  and  makes  her  the  all-time  leading  scorer  for 
the  Gators.  With  a scoring  average  of  25.5  points  per  game  her  se- 
nior season,  Sweeney  was  named  the  1996  Great  Northeast  Athletic  Conference  (GNAC) 
Basketball  Player  of  the  Year,  and  was  also  named  NEWBA  First  Team  All  Star  and  NCAA 
Honorable  Mention  All  American.

Ally  Austin  '1 0 Named  to  GNAC  Volleyball  Team 

Volleyball  Records  Second  Highest  Win  Total  in  Program  History 

Pine  Manor  College's  Ally  Austin  (Hamilton,  OH)  was  named  to  the  Great  Northeast  Athletic 
Conference  women's  volleyball  third  team  as  a setter/outside  hitter.  Austin  is  the  first  volleyball  player 
to  be  named  All  Conference  since  2001.  She  was  instrumental  in  helping  the  Gators  achieve  their 
second  highest  win  total  in  program  history  (13)  and  earning  a post  in  the  GNAC  volleyball  playoffs. 

The  team  had  to  pull  out  two  huge  victories  at  the  end  of  their  season  to  secure  their  first  playoff 
berth  in  five  years.  The  Gators  were  the  sixth  seed  in  the  GNAC  volleyball  playoffs  and  traveled  to 
third  seed  Western  New  England  College,  Springfield,  Massachusetts  for  their  first  round  game.  Pine 
Manor  played  well  but  was  swept  in  three  games  by  the  Bears.

The  cross  country  team  placed  eighth  at  the  GNAC  Cross  Country  Championships  at  Rivier  College, 
Nashua,  New  Hampshire,  on  Saturday,  October  28,  2006.

hannon  Carroll  Miranda  has  served  on  the  Board  of 
LJ  Directors  of  Pine  Manor's  Alumnae  Association  since  2001 
and  as  the  Vice  President  of  the  Alumnae  Board  for  4 years.  She 
has  been  nominated  to  become  the  President  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Alumnae  Association  on  October  20,  2007. 
Shannon  regularly  offers  her  marketing  ideas  to  the  College  and 
has  a strong  interest  in  fostering  relationships  between  alumnae 
and  current  PMC  students. 

Shannon  Carroll  Miranda  considers  herself  a member  of  two 
groups  of  Pine  Manor  Alumnae:  the  Class  of  1991,  with  whom 
she  started  her  studies  and  the  Class  of  2000  with  whom  she 
graduated  after  a leave  of  absence.  A Visual  Arts  major,  Miranda 
has  used  her  knowledge  and  skills  to  build  an  award  winning 
design  and  construction  firm  in  Massachusetts. 

In  1997,  while  Miranda  and  her  husband  were  building  their 
first  house,  she  began  to  understand  the  construction  profes- 
sion from  the  homeowner's  point-of-view.  She  realized  that  she 
and  husband  were  paying  both  a plan  designer  and  a general 
contractor  to  construct  this  house  while  they  were  doing  all  the 
research  and  legwork  themselves.  Only  because  of  her  back- 
ground in  art  and  architecture  were  they  able  to  avoid  many  of 
the  mistakes  usually  made. 

While  working  for  a Newbury  Street  design  firm,  Miranda 
saw  issues  similar  to  those  that  occurred  in  her  own  home  proj- 
ect. She  realized  the  common  misconception  that  architecture 
and  design  are  mere  extravagances  and  a contractor  will  get  the 
same  job  done  for  less  money.  In  the  minds  of  many  homeown- 
ers, skipping  key  phases  in  the  process  seemed  to  be  a cost  ef- 
fective alternative  to  the  services  of  a skilled  design  professional. 
"But  in  truth,  this  missing  piece  of  the  puzzle  is  what  will  actu- 
ally save  time  and  money  (not  to  mention  headaches)  in  the  long 
run,''  Miranda  said. 

Pinpointing  this  large  gap  in  the  design  and  construction  in- 
dustry, Miranda  started  a company  whose  aim  was  to  fill  this 
void.  In  2000  she  formed  Woodcliffe  Interior  and  Exterior  Living 
Spaces  as  an  alternative  to  the  typical  design/build  firms  in  the 
marketplace  in  order  to  provide  qualified  design  services  as  well 
as  top-quality  construction. 

Today,  Miranda  is  the  principal  designer,  design  project 
manager,  and  owner  of  the  award-winning  Woodcliffe.  Based 
in  Lexington,  Massachusetts,  Woodcliffe  offers  comprehensive 
design  and  construction  services  and  is  the  sole  Massachusetts 
design  firm  represented  in  the  book  The  Perfect  Home  Series- 
Leading  Residential  Interior  Designers. 

In  commenting  on  this  undertaking,  Miranda  said  "accord- 
ing to  U.S.  Department  of  Labor  statistics,  the  average  person 
makes  more  than  three  career  changes  during  their  working  life. 
As  liberal  arts  students,  we're  not  confined  to  courses  within  our 
majors  and  as  adults  on  a career  path,  we  should  not  overlook 
the  importance  of  a diverse  education.  Ironically,  as  I began  my 
third  career,  I realized  that  many  of  the  electives  I had  chosen 
(with  seemingly  no  relevance  to  my  major  beyond  fulfilling

credit  requirements),  were  the  classes  I found  to 
be  just  as  valuable  to  me  as  I moved  towards  my 
chosen  career." 

"My  design  and  architecture  skills,  acquired 
when  I was  a student  at  Pine  Manor,  provided  me 
with  the  creative  tools  for  my  profession,"  Miranda 
said.  "However,  electives,  such  as  psychology  and 
business,  allow  me  to  identify  potential  problems 
and  communicate  with  my  clients  better  on  a daily 
basis.  These  are  the  skills  that  have  given  me  and 
my  company  an  advantage  in  such  a competitive 
field.

Mrs.  Sleeper  of  the  Music  De- 
partment was  her  favorite  teacher,  and  perhaps 
inspired  in  her  a continuing  devotion  to  music 
and  music  education.  We  shared  our  love  of 
music  on  so  many  Friday  afternoons  together 
at  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra.

Manor  Alumna,  Class  of  1970,  spoke  eloquently 
at  the  Memorial  Service,  beautifully  weaving 
together  her  special  memories  of  her  mother.
